OC Judge Terri Flynn-Peister denies prosecutor, deputy claims she ordered informant program cheating 


A ccompanied by a solemn U.S. 
Department of Justice (DO J) 
official to insure she didn’t reveal 
secrets of WITSEC, the federal witness 
protection program, Superior Court Judge 
Terri Flynn-Peister entered a hushed, 
crowded courtroom on June 26 and took 
the witness stand. 
As a courtesy to a 
colleague, presid¬ 
ing Orange County 
Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals waived 
the requirement to 
place Flynn-Peister 
under oath. But 
not everybody was 
polite after the wit¬ 
ness left the unmis¬ 
takable impression 
certain members of 
the district attorney’s office (OCDA) and 
sheriff’s department (OCSD) are liars cov¬ 
ering up corruption. 

Before her 2012 bench appointment, 
Flynn-Peister served as an Assistant United 
States Attorney. One of her final cases was 
Operation Black Flag, a joint federal-state 
probe targeting the Mexican mafia and 
its Southern California associates with 
jailhouse snitches. Scott Sanders, a public 
defender, learned those informants worked 
against his client. Seal Beach salon killer 
Scott Dekraai, and wanted the judge’s testi¬ 
mony to settle a corruption dispute. 

But there was a problem. There’s an 
unofficial pecking order in our court¬ 
houses, and public defenders are often 
treated like one-eyed stepsisters. To 
put Flynn-Peister on the stand, Sanders 
needed permission from Goethals as 
well as DO J, plus he had to agree he’d 
limit the inquiry to Orange County Jail 
(OC J) informants without pursuing 
WITSEC mysteries. 

In February, Sanders filed a courthouse- 
rattling, 505-page motion that accused 
prosecutors of cheating. He uncovered 
evidence law enforcement trampled defen¬ 
dants’ constitutional rights by employing 
jailhouse snitches to obtain incriminating 
statements from pretrial inmates who had 
lawyers. He also learned OCDA repeatedly 
failed to share exculpatory evidence with 
defense lawyers in multiple cases. Said the 
public defender, “There are things they 
don’t want anyone to see.” 

Prosecutors initially balked, calling 
Sanders’ assertions “conspiracy theories” 
unworthy of hearings. But Goethals, a 
former defense attorney and high-ranking 
prosecutor, disagreed. Resulting disclo¬ 
sures have been one-sided in the public 
defender’s favor, including that OCDA 
improperly withheld more than a thousand 
pages and nearly 400 hours of recordings. 
Sanders’ work also forced prosecutors to 
admit they botched the case against Leonel 
Vega, a screw-up that means a defendant 


sent away for life based on questionable 
informant work gets a new trial. 

Goethals’ hearings transformed Sand¬ 
ers into a prosecutor. Deputy DAs placed 
under oath to explain the messes, however, 
became slippery witnesses disabled by 
severe memory loss. They also seethed 
about the role reversal. Yet revelations 
impacted OCDA, where officials continu¬ 
ally revamp talking points. 

First, prosecutors denied problems. 
Then they blamed oversight. Then they 
blamed police for making wrong discov¬ 
ery decisions on their behalf. Next, they 
said they didn’t fully understand the duty 
to share exculpatory evidence. Then they 
blamed a lousy record-keeping system 
and, in true bureaucratic fashion, declared 
the solution is to increase OCDA’s budget 
by $630,000. 


But Sanders’ use of the government’s 
own half-assed records and his relentless 
questioning left prosecution teams in a 
quandary that forced them to lob a Hail 
Mary pass. They admitted records had 
been hidden from defense lawyers, but— 
as with all the prior explanations—they 
didn’t accept responsibility. The blame, 
according to the latest version, belonged 
solely to Flynn-Peister. 

Erik Petersen, a deputy DA already 
rebuked for ethical lapses, testified he 
accidentally violated discovery rules 
because Flynn-Peister, his Operation Black 
Flag counterpart, “deliberately withheld” 
records from him. Homicide unit chief Dan 
Wagner said federal agents might arrest 
him if he gave Sanders discovery. In May, 
OCSD’s Seth Tunstall testified he couldn’t 
recall who ordered records withheld. 


but as Sanders’ pursuit of the DA’s office 
intensified, the deputy’s memory dramati¬ 
cally improved. At a late June hearing, he’d 
become positive Flynn-Peister wanted the 
records hidden, though he was still fuzzy 
about specifics. 

With Flynn-Peister on the witness stand, 
Goethals asked if she told anyone in OCDA 
or OCSD to hide evidence or strategized to 
violate defendants’ rights. 

“No,” she replied. 

Goethals followed up: Could your mem¬ 
ory be wrong? 

“No.” 

Did you ever refuse Petersen a request 
for records? 

“No.... I was never involved in any 
details about what was given over [to 
defense lawyers in state cases].” 

In fact, Flynn-Peister said, she advised 


the operation’s case agents to notify her if 
an informant solicited incriminating state¬ 
ments for OCDA from pretrial defendants. 
She didn’t want snitches used to violate 
constitutional protections. She also assured 
Goethals that nobody—including Petersen 
or Tunstall—ever got her permission to 
bury evidence. 

In other words, the OCDA/OCSD’s 
scenario that a dictatorial federal prosecu¬ 
tor controlled their discovery moves was 
hogwash, according to Flynn-Peister. She 
stated Petersen had access to all Operation 
Black Flag records, except ones pertain¬ 
ing to sensitive WITSEC and wiretapping 
issues. Sanders pounced, asking the judge 
if she restricted Petersen’s cases in any way. 
“I could not interfere and stop disclosure 
[of evidence] if it was relevant to a state 
prosecution,” said Flynn-Peister, who 


described her attitude as “so be it” about 
defense lawyers obtaining records on the 
informants—habitual liars Oscar Moriel 
and Fernando Perez—because they were 
entitled to the information. 

During early stages of Goethals’ hear¬ 
ings, Keith Bogardus and Stephan Sauer 
served as OCDA’s brainy sparring partners 
with Sanders, but DA Tony Rackauckas 
replaced them with a combative Howard 
Gundy, who had been booted from the 
homicide unit. Gundy possesses an agile 
intellect that doesn’t square with his ham- 
fisted insistence that Sanders is the villain. 
He concedes OCDA has been “sloppy,” 
but, he says, the errors weren’t intentional. 
Echoing a mentality espoused at the upper 
ranks of his office, his theme has been 
simple: Deny, deny, deny. 

To Sanders, the strategy is “malarkey” 
because the failures are in “case after case.” 

If Rackauckas and his crew had taken a 
deep breath and opened their minds to see 
obvious problems instead of circling the 
wagons from the outset, they could have 
done the right thing early on: apologize 
and make reforms. After all, such a reaction 
wouldn’t be a gift to the public. Their oaths 
of office require allegiance to an above¬ 
board criminal-justice system. 

But—as an indication of OCDA’s warped 
groupthink—Gundy didn’t process Fl5mn- 
Peister’s testimony as another signal for 
surrender. While the likes of Kate Corri¬ 
gan, president of the local criminal-defense 
bar, praise the judge’s “honest, ethical” 

DOJ service. Gundy challenged Flynn- 
Peister’s memory, professionalism and 
veracity. He even tried to shift OCDA’s obli¬ 
gations to her. 

Flynn-Peister calmly replied, “I was not 
involved in the cases Mr. Petersen had, so 
I don’t know what [discovery] obligations 
were triggered there. In my federal cases, 

I was going to turn over at the appropriate 
time everything that needed to be. It was 
my understanding the state was doing the 
same on theirs.” 

Gundy—who pounded his fist and 
yelled during hearings—didn’t like that 
answer. In response, he made a needless 
error, claiming OCDA couldn’t be guilty 
of wrongdoing because it didn’t have the 
means to cheat. Petersen, he insisted, 
played a minor, subservient role in Opera¬ 
tion Black Flag. Gundy must not know a 
2011 DA press release hailed his agency as 
a prosecution partner with DOJ, which is 
exactly what Flynn-Peister described. 

In early August—after a July 25 oral 
argument showdown, Goethals will 
announce if the government cheated 
Dekraai and, if so, what sanctions he’ll 
impose. Prosecutors crave a painless end¬ 
ing. Sanders wants a ruling that deters sim¬ 
ilar, future scandals because he’s convinced 
OCDA and police have been engaged “in 
pretty serious shenanigans.”

an urgent cry pierces the sleepy languor of 
Orange County’s Civic Center in Santa Ana. 
“Massimo! The truck!” 

A city parks and recreation truck slowly 
makes its way along a paved walkway between 
Broadway and Ross Street, where the homeless live. 

Massimo Marini immediately moves toward it, 
with me in pursuit. He comes to a bench under 
which somebody has stashed four Hefty bags full 
of clothing and other personal items. As the truck 
passes, Marini stands over the bags, protecting 
them, ready to claim ownership if asked. At Marini’s 
instruction, I do the same at the next bench down. 
These are my belongings, I am to say, if asked by one 
of the police officers who accompany the truck on its 
mission to confiscate untended stuff. 

Our decoy works. We are not questioned. 


The truck slowly passes by the benches we have 
staked out. 

Santa Ana police officers Joe Castellanos and 
Salvador Lopez walk beneath the trees next to the 
county’s Hall of Finance, asking homeless people 
who owns what. They point to a neatly stacked 
set of cases and bed rolls propped against a tree 
trunk. “Whose is that?” 

Nobody answers. 

Kevin Eaton, a parks department employee, 
gets down from the truck and begins tagging the 
belongings with red Post-its, noting the date and 
the location. With the help of the officers, he loads 
the items onto the truck. They will be held for 90 
days, during which time they can be retrieved by 
their owner(s). 

Marini walks with the officers, occasionally inter¬ 
jecting himself into their conversations with the 
homeless. The officers brush him off: “I’m not talk¬ 


ing to you, Massimo.” He sticks with them, anyway. 
Later, he chats with Lopez about the possibility of 
letting the homeless use a shuttered bus terminal at 
the corner of Ross Street and Santa Ana Boulevard as 
a place to store their belongings. 

Lopez says it’ll take money. Where will that 
money come from? 

Marini tosses out the name of a nonprofit that 
runs a storage center for the homeless in Anaheim. 

They got money? Lopez wants to know. 

They have donors, Marini replies. 

When the officers arrive at a pile of stuff belong¬ 
ing to a man known as Termite, Marini persuades 
them not to take it. Termite is at a court-ordered 
drug class in Irvine, Marini says, and can’t be in two 
places at once. 

“Massimo says to leave this stuff,” Castellanos 
tells Eaton. Then he orders Marini to make sure Ter¬ 
mite’s stuff looks neat.

O ne of the burdens of being homeless 
is having to keep all of your worldly 
possessions with you at all times; 
otherwise, you risk losing them to 
theft or confiscation. When you’re 
homeless, your stuff becomes an anchor. 

In the absence of any city-approved, 
permanent solution to the problem of 
having to keep all their possessions with 
them at all times, a group of homeless in 
the Civic Center have created a tempo¬ 
rary one: people put their bags together, 
then a few stand watch while others are 
free to go about unencumbered. Besides 
its functional value, this “homeless 
defense storage center” is intended as 
a provocation, as the police insist that 
anyone who leaves the immediate vicin¬ 
ity has “abandoned” their property, thus 
subjecting it to confiscation. 

Speaking to the Santa Ana City Council 
in June, Civic Center Roundtable mem¬ 
ber BrizyMae Gonzalez spells it the con¬ 
cern clearly: “We don’t go to your home. 
We don’t impound your stuff... You’re 
doing that to us.” 

Civic Center Roundtable was launched 
by Marini in January, shortly after he 
moved out of the Catholic Worker house 
in Santa Ana. I met Marini a few years 
ago, during the early days of the Occupy 
movement. Last December, I ran into 
him again when I stopped by the Catholic 
Worker house to talk to Dwight Smith, the 
patron saint of Orange County homeless 
activists. Smith had just come out of sur¬ 
gery and wasn’t getting around very well, 
so that night, I walked through the Civic 
Center with Marini and was impressed by 
how people came out of the shadows to tell 
him their latest problems, from being tick¬ 
eted for violating Santa Ana’s no-camping 
ordinance to getting tossed out of the 
county’s Public Law Library while trying 
to charge a cell phone’s battery. 

Marini gave each person his full atten¬ 
tion. They trusted Marini, which gave him 


the credibility to launch the Roundtable a 
month later. “He’s doing things now that 
are far more radical than we are,” Smith 
says. “My hat’s off to him. I can’t wait to see 
what he does next.... If I were younger, I’d 
like to think I’d be out there with him.” 

When I saw him in December, Marini 
was going through a dark night of the 
soul. His childhood Catholicism, the 
foundation of his activism on behalf of 
the poor, wasn’t making sense to him 
anymore. He was in a sullen mood, and 
he was trying to find new reasons to go 
on with his work on behalf of society’s 
most marginalized. 

I prattled blithely about my own jour¬ 
ney in and (mostly) out of this ancient tra¬ 
dition, Catholicism, passed down by my 
ancestors. I tried to articulate the value I 
found in the myth and tradition, without, 

I suggested, the need for literal belief. 
Marini listened impatiently. He was hav¬ 
ing none of my half-baked bullshit. 

Marini’s project is to organize the 
homeless to press for improvements 
in the conditions in which they sub¬ 
sist. Shelter is a goal, but a distant one; 
more immediate needs include storage 
and showers. The Roundtable’s Friday- 
afternoon meetings attract anywhere 
from 10 to 25 people, with a core of half a 
dozen who show up every week. Most are 
homeless, but a few housed anarchists 
and outreach workers also attend. 

In April, Marini led a handful of 


homeless into the Santa Ana City Coun¬ 
cil chambers to announce the group’s 
existence and to demand an end to what 
the Roundtable described as harassment 
by the police, including early wake-ups, 
tickets for violating the city’s no-camping 
ordinance (which bans public sleep¬ 
ing, but often isn’t enforced in the Civic 
Center) and baggage confiscations. Soon 
afterward, on a Tuesday morning, the 
Roundtable mounted its first homeless 
defense storage center, but the city truck, 
which normally comes on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, wasn’t seen that day. Nor did 
the truck come the following Thursday or 
any day for more than a month. 


t a Roundtable meeting in May, 

Ed, a Civic Center veteran who 
asked to be identified only by his 
first name, rips into Tim Houchen, 
a relative newbie, who had been 
arguing that members ought to pick up 
trash around the Civic Center as a way of 
showing their seriousness, their wish to 
be “productive members of society.” The 
Santa Ana bureaucrats who sit in offices 
above the Civic Center “are very busy 
people,” Houchen had just explained. 
“They don’t have a lot of time. Then they 
look down and see us being idle all day.” 

Ed tells him to “stop putting that fantasy 
out there”—that the city will ease up on the 
homeless if only the homeless will keep the 
place cleaner. A city worker named Jose is 
paid to pick up litter in the Civic Center, he 
argues. “I’ll take my plate and cup and put 
it in the trash, but as for [cigarette] butts, 
that’s Jose’s job. I’m gonna leave some 
out for him,” Ed says, provoking laughter 
from some of the group. Houchen forces a 
Cheshire cat smile, deeply chagrined. 

Ed’s skepticism has roots in not-too- 
distant history. In the late 1980s and early 
’90s, Santa Ana more or less declared war 
on its homeless and used police sweeps to 
try to drive them out of town, but it only 
drove them as far as the wealthy Floral 
Park neighborhood, whose residents began 
complaining of being accosted by tramps

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while walking their dogs or watering their 
lawns late at night. 

About that word: tramp. It’s Ed’s word. 
He uses it to describe himself and oth¬ 
ers who do without a fixed abode. The 
56-year-old will tell you, breaking into 
hoarse laughter that sounds like cough¬ 
ing, that he is no “master tramp.” A master 
tramp has the skills needed to live out¬ 
doors, and Ed doesn’t have them. He’s an 
“indoor tramp.” He finds covered places to 
sleep—not in the Civic Center, but nearby. 

Santa Ana’s relations with its homeless 
are colored by its relations with the rest of 
Orange County. Santa Ana—not without rea¬ 
son—always suspects it is being dumped on 
by other cities. Anecdotal evidence suggests 
many, probably most, denizens of the Civic 
Center didn’t reside in Santa Ana before 
they became homeless, but gravitated fi:-om 
other cities, other counties, other states. 

The gravitational force that draws the 
homeless to the Civic Center is the plen¬ 
tiful food served up by churches, temples 
and freelance do-gooders. There is so 
much food on offer in the Civic Center 
that some of it—freshly made sand¬ 
wiches sealed in Ziploc baggies, steam¬ 
ing bowls of Rescue Mission chili—ends 
up in the trash. 

Another draw is handy access to county 
health and welfare offices, as well as the 
courts, where the homeless must go when 
they get a ticket for sleeping in public or 
having too many bags, and the county jail, 
into and out of which some of the homeless 
rotate. Still, while Santa Ana likes to com¬ 
plain that other cities dump their home¬ 
less, at least three cities—Anaheim, Costa 
Mesa and Laguna Beach—provide a basic 
service to such residents that Santa Ana 
does not: storage for their belongings. 

O fficer Castellanos is a barrel-chested, 
head-shaving, wraparound-shades¬ 
wearing member of the Santa Ana 
Police Department’s Homeless Evalu¬ 
ation Assessment Response Team, 
which patrols the Civic Center, getting to 
know the homeless and offering assistance, 
sometimes helping people reunite with 
family elsewhere. Relations between the 
police and the homeless are improved, 
Marini says. 

Castellanos is seen as an exception to 
that trend. Reputed to be a former Marine 
drill sergeant (when I asked, he said he 


wouldn’t answer any questions), he brings 
a gruff, authoritarian approach to his inter¬ 
actions. The homeless say they feel disre¬ 
spected by him. 

One morning, Castellanos pulls up in 
his squad car and, without getting out, 
demands to know who owns each bag in 
the storage defense center. Houchen and 
Lorenzo Benitez, another Roundtable 
member, patiently rattle off the names of 
each owner, pointing out that all are in the 
immediate vicinity, except for one man 
who is in the hospital. They fib, but only a 
little. Castellanos drives off, having made 
his point. By enforcing the requirement 
that each bag owner be physically present, 
he has shown that the cops still run the 
Civic Center. 

Marini, 31, is also strongly built, also a 
head-shaver. Castellanos’ authoritarian 
demeanor, Marini says, reminds him of his 
Italian father, with whom he often butted 
heads and who bequeathed to him what 
has developed into his church-wary, post- 
traditional Catholicism. Marini is coach¬ 
ing the Roundtable in a confrontational 
direction. Like his mentor Smith, Marini 
rarely has anything good to say about 
county or city efforts to address the prob¬ 
lems of the homeless. 

There is, for example, no year-round, 
public shelter in Orange County. Vot¬ 
ers here have long viewed the so-called 
chronic homeless—those who don’t qualify 
for housing programs, and thus land in 
the Civic Center—as a burden they feel 
no obligation to shoulder. In 1995, the Los 
Angeles Times took a poll and headlined 
the resulting article “Poverty Seen as Sign 
of Personal Weakness in O.C.” 

Addiction, inability to get or keep a 
job—depending on your point of view, 
these could be seen as personal weak¬ 
nesses. On the other hand, a certain 
amount of homelessness could be seen 
as an inevitable consequence of capital¬ 
ism, one that has long been treated as if 
it were a sanitation problem. Then there 
are the mentally ill. Nobody seems to 
know what to do with them, although 
Santa Ana police officer Randy Beckx 
managed to get federal funding to sup¬ 
port a task force to help deal with the 
issue (see Nick Schou’s “The Force Is 
With Him,” Nov. 21, 2002). 

When Kelly Thomas, a mentally ill 
homeless man, died after being beaten by 
Fullerton police officers in 2011, public 
outrage prodded the Fullerton City Council 
to create a task force to propose solutions. 

It recommended the creation of a year- 
round shelter—one that would be open 
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24 hours a day and offer treatment for 
mental illness and addiction (which often 
go hand-in-hand)—to replace the seasonal, 
nighttime-only shelter housed each winter 
at the city’s National Guard armory. 

Last year, the county, led by Supervi¬ 
sor Shawn Nelson, a Fullerton resident, 
struck a deal to purchase a former Linder’s 
furniture store on State College Boulevard 
as a potential year-round shelter site. But 
NIMBYs (those adhering to the philosophy 
of “not in my back yard”) crawled out of 
the neighborhoods surrounding the site 
and howled their opposition. The city 
council killed the plan. Jaded as I am, I 
expected Nelson to shrug his shoulders 
and say, “Well, I tried.” But I was pleas¬ 
antly surprised to learn that he and others 
haven’t given up. 

In late May, in a gray industrial park in 
Costa Mesa, the county’s Commission to 
End Homelessness met. Karen Roper—the 
county’s top staffer on homeless issues, 
who worked hundreds of hours on the 
now-dead Fullerton shelter proposal- 
reported on continuing efforts aimed at 


season,” Marini admonished the Santa Ana 
City Council to “be more like Christ, not 
more like Rome,” as he relayed a complaint 
about a man being awakened by a cop’s 
shoe tapping against his face. 

Later, Marini elaborated to me: “Who is 
Christ? Christ is the poor, and the structures 
that maintain the status quo are Rome.” 

Yet Marini’s confrontational strategies 
seem rooted more in Occupy than the 
church. At a Roundtable meeting, Marini 
stresses the importance of vigilance in 
maintaining the storage defense center. “If 
we can’t do this, how are we going to be 
when we try to occupy a building?” he asks. 

In the long month between the group’s 
first attempt at creating a storage defense 
center and the 90-degree morning on 
which the city truck reappeared, laxity set 
in. The homeless stopped grouping their 
bags together. When the truck did show 
up, the group was unprepared. Marini 
blamed himself. 

Still, in attempting to organize the 
homeless, a few leaders have emerged, 
including Ed and Houchen, a burly former 
construction worker. But the Roundta¬

establishing not one, but two year-round 
shelters: one in Anaheim, on a property 
recently purchased by that city at Harbor 
Boulevard near the 91 freeway; the other in 
Santa Ana, in a yet-to-be-determined site 
in one of the city’s industrial zones. 

“We’re further along than we’ve ever 
been,” Roper told her fellow commission 
members. “This dream is going to happen, 
y’all. We’re going to have a year-round 
shelter and multiservice center.” 

Marini, who was in the audience when 
the meeting began, had left by the time 
Roper gave her optimistic assessment. He’s 
heard it before. 

n the months after he launched the 
Roundtable, Marini felt a renewed flow¬ 
ering of his faith. Action, not ritual, was 
the spur. Throwing himself into daily 
service to the poor, he found Christian 
mythology making “a lot more sense” to 
him. On Holy Thursday, he showed up in 
the Civic Center at 6 a.m. to wash feet. 

The Roundtable is strictly secular. 

Early on, Ed shot down a proposal by fel¬ 
low member Houchen to open the Friday 
meetings with prayer. Outside the group, 
Marini uses religious analogies to frame 
the struggle. In April, “during this Lenten 


ble’s meetings tend toward disorder. People 
jump in and say what’s on their mind, 
regardless of topic. Marini listens respect¬ 
fully, gives everyone a chance to speak, 
then subtly navigates back to an agenda he 
writes on a poster-size sketchpad propped 
against a bench. 

A favored distraction of the homeless 
is to carp about “weekenders”—poor-but- 
housed immigrant families who come to 
the Civic Center on weekends to partake 
of free meals and other goodies. Some 
resent the weekenders for intercepting 
the handouts of clothing and sleeping 
bags they say are rightfully meant for the 
homeless. Marini has little patience for 
this kind of talk. After listening to it at 
meeting after meeting, he finally blows 
his stack in late May. If they want to keep 
talking like this, he angrily tells the group, 
they can form “a fucking committee” of 
their own. 

This maneuver, which successfully shuts 
down the whining, would never have flown 
in Occupy, with its worship of leaderless 
consensus. The Roundtable isn’t Occupy, 
but one of many seeds sown by that move¬ 
ment’s brief flowering. “Most [Occupiers] 
just want action,” Marini says. “They don’t 
want to put in the time, all these meetings.”

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I n June, shit gets real. 

That’s when Marini accosts Castel¬ 
lanos, accusing him of threatening to 
break the fingers of a homeless man 
who was being searched. 

“Who the fuck do you think you are, and 
what the fuck do you think you’re doing?” 
Marini screams as he recounts the incident 
to the Roundtable. 

The tete-a-tete concludes with Marini 
promising to destroy Castellanos’ career 
and the officer telling the activist he 
can’t wait to take him down, according to 
Marini. The verbal attack was intended 
to embarrass Castellanos in front of the 
homeless, Marini says. 

Later, I ask Castellanos’ boss, Santa Ana 
Police Commander Ruben Ibarra, about 
Marini’s tactics. 

“He is confrontational, and he does 
swear at the officers when they’re doing 
their job,” Ibarra says. “For [Marini] to berate 
them while they’re doing their job... I think 
it’s unfortunate that he takes it out on the 
officers. But that’s his right to voice his 
opinion. They’re directed to continue to do 
their job in a professional manner. As long 
as he doesn’t impinge on their ability to do 
their job, there shouldn’t be an issue. And 
there hasn’t been.” 

As to Castellanos’ alleged behavior, Santa 
Ana Police Chief Carlos Rojas reported in 
mid-June he hadn’t received any formal 
complaints from the public. “If we get 


complaints, we’ll look at them,” he said. As 
I finished writing this story. Roundtable 
participant Igmar Rodas said he was pre¬ 
paring to file complaints on behalf of sev¬ 
eral homeless people. 

Both Ed and Houchen are feeling 
emboldened these days. After the Round¬ 
table meeting in which Marini tells of 
his confrontation with Castellanos, Ed 
and Houchen sit on a bench, conversing 
with Cindy Avila. A housed person, Avila 
founded a group called Churches for Com¬ 
munity. For a couple of years, she has been 
meeting with Santa Ana city officials, urg¬ 
ing the creation of a check-in center for 
the homeless that would offer storage for 
their belongings. 

Houchen should be included in those 
meetings, Ed tells Avila. The homeless 
want a seat at the table. “They’re going to 
do what they’re supposed to do,” Ed says, 
referring to city officials. “We’re going 
to make ’em. This is war. We’re operat¬ 
ing from a position of power here. You’re 
going to see how powerful we are.” 

Nearby, Marini is beaming. This is what 
he wants: for the homeless to take charge 
of their struggle. 

Later, I ask Ed why the homeless are in a 
position of power. He refers to the county’s 
Commission to End Homelessness, its 
“Ten-Year Plan to End Homelessness” and 
its failure to make use of public money sup¬ 
posedly earmarked for that goal. 

“They ain’t doing shit,” he says. But, 
as the commission’s members repeatedly 
emphasized at the May meeting, the com¬ 
mission has no budget, no money at all. 

On June 12, the Santa Ana City Council 


holds a special meeting on the topic of 
homelessness. It’s a love-in. Roundtable 
members speak; council members praise 
them and talk of a new shelter, of a stor- 
age/check-in center, of giving the home¬ 
less a seat at the table. It is everything 
the Roundtable members would want to 
hear. The only angry voice in the room is 
Marini’s, still hectoring the council about 
Christ and the cross. As for the council’s 
happy talk, he’s heard it before. “Now 
we have to hold them to their promises,” 
Marini says. 

A few days later, the city truck makes its 
Tuesday-morning sweep through the Civic 
Center, picking up untended belongings. 
Marini isn’t there; he’s leaving for a week’s 
vacation later that day. A cop remarks to 
Roundtable member Ana Ambriz about 


the group not having its leader. 

“We don’t need no leader,” she replies. 
“We are our own leader. I don’t need no 
one to speak for me. I can speak for myself 
if I have something to say.” 

The truck concludes its run from Broad¬ 
way to Ross, then departs. No attempt is 
made to challenge the Roundtable’s storage 
defense center, which is being guarded by 
Houchen, Ed and Benitez. 

“We getting some respect, man!” Ed says. 

Meanwhile, homeless people are report¬ 
ing pleasanter interactions with Castel¬ 
lanos.

MEATBALL ICE CREAM 
WITH CHEESE FROSTING 



Mangia, Mangia Meatballs 

Alessandro Pirozzi’s latest restaurant, in Corona del Mar, is smaller 

but as good as the rest

I ’m pretty sure I’ve not had a meatball 
as scrumptious or as soft as the ones 
Alessandro Pirozzi is serving at Piro- 
zzi, his new restaurant in Corona del 
Mar. And I don’t know why it took me 
this long to try them. After all, I’ve been 
to all of his restaurants: Mare Culinary 
Lounge at the Laguna Beach Holiday 
Inn, Alessa in downtown Laguna, even 
Cucina Alessa in Huntington Beach, with 
which he’s no longer affiliated. Perhaps 
I was too distracted by the cool-blue 
nightclub atmospherics at Mare or the 
overwhelmingly encyclopedic menu at 
Alessa to notice he’s probably always 
made meatballs this good. 

These are delicate orbs whose struc¬ 
tural integrity is retained only until 
touched. Nudge one with your fork, and 
it surrenders under just the slightest 
pressure, as though it’s made of freshly 
packed snow. It’s even better when you 
put it in your mouth, as it disintegrates 
into a hot, meaty pudding capable of 
invading every pore. As an appetizer, 
you get three of them draped in burrata 
cheese, oozing as though they’re melted 
camp marshmallows, with an ambrosial 
ragu and sprinkles of basil. They’re by far 
the most popular dish at Pirozzi. You see 
every table with an order. I had them as 
part of the spaghetti Mamma Mia entree; 
for two bucks more than the appetizer 
price, the meatballs are served atop about 
six forkfuls of pasta. 

As good and as properly cooked as it 
is, the spaghetti is a supporting co-star to 
these beefy beauts. Each piece that col¬ 
lapsed from the whole delivered warm¬ 
ness directly to my soul. If you want 


a heartier meal, Pirozzi also adds one 
meatball to his baked ziti—firm but ten¬ 
der pasta tubes oven-fused with a richly 
meaty Bolognese and the heady stink of 
three cheeses. But once you’ve had the 
spaghetti, the solitary meatball in the 
baked ziti dish will no longer be enough. 

Perhaps it’s better that I tried them 
here. Pirozzi is the chef’s most personal 
restaurant—a casual trattoria, as opposed 
to his more formal ristorantes. The menu 
is full of his greatest hits, simmered down 
to the basics. Where there are multiple 
risottos at Mare and Alessa, there’s just 
one here. The dining area is also smaller, 
with seemingly half the square footage 
of the other two restaurants. But it’s also 
the most accessible and visible of them 
all, open on one side to PCH traffic and 
boasting patio seats that locals seem to 
covet more than the ones inside. 

This restaurant also happens to be 
where Pirozzi is spending all of his time 
these days. When he’s not expediting 
orders in front of the white-tile dome 
of his 900-degree wood-burning oven, 
he’s weaving his way between the tables, 
greeting every customer, his genuine grin 
winning them over before they take a bite 
of his food. 

Your waiter will most likely recom¬ 
mend dishes that were made in that oven. 
First and foremost, he’ll talk up the pizza 
Margherita D.O.P., noting that everything 
about it—the tomatoes, the cheese, the 
flour—is imported from Italy. 

“The one thing we do different here is 
we cut the pizza,” he’ll say. “In Napoli, 
they give it to you whole.” 

And, of course, you’ll order it because 


it’s a wonderful pizza, the edge crust 
freckled with dots of char formed in the 
90 seconds it spent in front of a smolder¬ 
ing fire. It should be noted the dough 
here doesn’t particularly puff up as it 
does at Mozza up the road in Newport 
Beach; Pirozzi’s pizzas are perfectly 
round, not amoeba-like, and much softer 
to the chew. 

Broiled in the same oven is the New 
Zealand elk chop, a bone-in hunk served 
with amarena cherries, just like the 
venison Pirozzi once served at Mare. But 
this dish is more rustic, with a handful 
of charred cauliflower and a few mari¬ 
nated cipolline onions—all presented on a 
wooden cutting board. 

There are some constants you’ve come 
to expect from an Alessandro Pirozzi res¬ 
taurant. His signature butternut squash 
ravioli is here, as sweet as ever, slicked 
with browned butter and decorated 
with fried sage. His litany of salumi and 
cheeses is still head-spinning, and his 
panna cotta still jiggles. Also, everything 
you order—the eggplant parmigiana 
served in two perfect stacks; the simple 
chicken-based tomato soup he presum¬ 
ably named after his grandmother; even 
the seafood salad of shrimp, squid and 
obscenely soft octopus tossed in lemon 
and Calabrian chile oil—comes out as hot 
and steaming as those soft, soft meatballs.

ocation, location, location! Restaurants 
live and die by where they set up shop. 

I wish someone had told that to the folks 
behind Fa-Sai Thai when they decided to 
open a second eatery in Santa Ana. 

Fa-Sai's original spot in Anaheim has 
packed guests in for a couple of years, 
so I was thrilled when an expansion was 
announced. But my heart sank when I saw 
where it popped up: in a small shopping 
plaza off the 5 freeway at First Street, a 
den of misery that'll remind you of The 
Walking Dead. Next door and across the 
street are no-tell motels whose denizens 
lurk in front of Fa-Sai throughout the day, 
scratching at themselves or asking folks 
taking money out of the ATM machine just 
outside the dining room if they can spare 
a $20 for a hit. Pimping happens openly on 
the street; cars far too fancy for the area 
pop into the parking lot, talk to someone, 
then zoom off. I hate to dwell too much on 
the outside for this review, but it's hard to 
not notice people staring at you through 
Fa-Sai's windows as you try to scarf down 
pad Thai. 

And it's a damn shame because the 
food is delicious, the cuisine pioneering. 
While Thais make up most of the clientele 
in Anaheim, Mexicans predominate in 
SanTana. I've always maintained that Thai 
food is a natural for Mexicans, from the 
emphasis on beef and pork to the love 
of grilled meats, hot spices and sauteed 
veggies. As a result, Fa-Sai's menu goes 
through Thai cuisine's greatest hits and 
includes such mash-ups as Thai pasta 
(Mexicans do love their noodles, consis¬ 
tently ranking among the top five consum¬ 
ers of instant ramen in the world) and 
Fa-Sai On the Beach, which reminds me of 
a tampiqueha in its use of grilled onions, 
garlic, jalapehos and meat on a skillet. 

Speaking of jalapehos, they take a 
bigger role in Fa-Sai's offerings than Thai 
peppers, an obvious nod to the place's 
core clientele. Univision appears on the 
SanTana location's TVs at all times. Don't 
think the other dishes are watered down: 
Thai purists can find syrupy palm juice to 
drink, sticky rice for dessert, sausages to 
munch on and green papaya salad that 
could cauterize a wound in a flash. 

But back to location: The Anaheim 
place is fine, but so is the SanTana one, 
ultimately, if it gets enough crowds so the 
deadbeats know better than to come in. 
The good crowds are already inside; may 
more come and drive out the pendejos.

FEINSTEIN: Going to San Francisco to 
Original Joe’s and having a Joe’s Burger. 

It was a Sunday tradition for us, since my 
uncle lived right around the corner. 
WALKER: I’m originally from the South. 
My grandmother used to make pot roast 
with parsnips and carrots and slow-cook 
it. We would dip corn bread in the juices. 
It was a very healthful meal. 

What are the challenges to owning and 
operating a single establishment vs. man¬ 
aging a chain concept?

Cafe Ambrosia’s Mediterranean offerings live up to its 

famous commercial 


C harter Communications custom¬ 
ers who live in Long Beach are 
familiar with the grainy local 
television commercial for Cafe Ambrosia. 
A man with a heavy Eastern European 
accent touts the vegetarian-friendly, Med¬ 
iterranean-inspired food at the Alamitos 
Beach restaurant as the camera pans over 
happy customers clinking wine glasses 
and b-roll shots of the lush open-air din¬ 
ing opportunities. What the commercial 
doesn’t mention is that Cafe Ambrosia is 
an urban oasis of a bistro that will get you 
drunk and full for cheap while transport¬ 
ing you worlds away from the intersec¬ 
tion of Broadway and Cherry Avenue. 

The all-day drink specials ($3 well 
drinks and $1.99 glasses of mimosas, bell- 
inis or champagne!) undoubtedly help 
give the impression the wine-cellar-look¬ 
ing interior and cozy patio is nowhere 
near the chaos of one of Long Beach’s 
most bustling corridors. But it’s really 
the high surrounding walls covered 
in leafy vines, plastic tables canopied 
by broad umbrellas, outdoor fireplace, 
friendly service and generous portions 
of hearty health food that makes lunch 
at Cafe Ambrosia seem more akin to a 
gossip session in your friend’s forested 
back yard. An extensive leather-bound 
menu explains the restaurant’s offerings, 
which includes everything you’d expect 
from a Mediterranean kitchen and then 
some. Dips such as baba ganoush, hum¬ 
mus, skordalia and tzatziki ($4.50) come 
with a basket of pita; the beef, chicken 
and pork kebab platters ($11.99 lunch 
price) are each enough for two to share; 
and pita sandwiches ($8.99) are available 
filled with not only meat, but also flash- 
fried tofu or house-made falafel patties. 

Beyond the usual suspects, however, 
lurks some eclectic Greek fare, such 
as the hand-formed keftedes—garlicky 
Greek meatballs available in a savory 
sandwich or floating in a tomato sauce on 
a platter—and pasta dishes, which range

from traditional to Americanized. Build 
your own heaping plate of carbs by choos¬ 
ing a pasta (spaghetti, penne, fetuccini), a 
sauce (alfredo, tomato, pesto) and a meat 
(gyro, keftedes, beef kebab) or order pre¬ 
fab concoctions such as the simple Greek 
spaghetti, which tosses either feta or 
shredded “Greek Village Cheese” (similar 
to mizithra) with garlic and olive oil. For 
meat-free diners. Cafe Ambrosia has a full 
page listing all the ways its kitchen can 
satisfy vegetarian and vegan appetites: 
stuffed veggie dolmas, veggie mousaka, 
and platters loaded with vegan loafs, 
falafels or tofu topped with a roasted-red- 
pepper sauce. 

Though its commercial is no lon¬ 
ger in constant rotation on cable. Cafe 
Ambrosia continues to lure locals into its 
verdant secret garden—not with crude 
videography, but with boozy deals and 
a massive selection of fresh grub. For 
less than $20, you can escape into this 
Gayborhood favorite knowing that you’ll 
always leave relaxed, renewed and—with 
any luck—buzzed.

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Lyle Lovett’s Motorcycle Diary 

The country star explores his motorcycle love affair in PENTON: The John Penton Story 

BY JOEL BEERS 


L yle Lovett may be known as a 
Grammy Award-winning musi¬ 
cian, actor and one hell of a dap¬ 
per Texas gent. But there’s a side of 
the Stetson-loving Lovett that many 
fans may be unaware of: his lifelong 
affair with motorcycles, which he 
began riding as a Texas adolescent in 
the late 1960s. 

So, when Todd Huffman, a Ful¬ 
lerton-based film and TV producer, 
approached Lovett to narrate his inde¬ 
pendently produced film, PENTON: 

The John Penton Story, about legendary 
motorcycle rider, designer and dis¬ 
tributor John Penton, Lovett leaped at 
the chance. 

‘T didn’t know about Lyle’s history 
with motorcycles until a random guy 
from Texas contacted me after hearing 
about the project and said I should hit 
him up,” says Huffman, 51, who used 
social media’s crowdsourcing mechanics 
to help finance and distribute his film, 
which screens July 10 in Irvine. “So I 
contacted a mutual friend, Mark Black- 
well, the first U.S. motocross champion, 
and within an hour, Mark called me 
back and said, ‘Lyle’s in.’ He was hon¬ 
ored to be the voice of John’s story.” 

Turns out, Lovett rode a Penton 
bike, and his first job, at age 14, was at 
Cycle Shack, the first Penton dealer¬ 
ship in Houston. 

Huffman’s company. Pipeline Digital 
Media, produces films, TV shows and 
commercials, usually with a motocross or 
BMX theme. But Huffman hopes Lovett’s 
involvement (as narrator and on the 
soundtrack) in the Penton biopic spurs

interest in audiences outside the moto¬ 
cross and motorcycle industries. Enthu¬ 
siasts are already well-aware of the life 
and legacy of Penton, who was pivotal in 
popularizing a sport that Orange County 
played a key role in building. 

Penton, now 89, won a slew of endur¬ 
ance-racing trophies in the 1950s and 
’60s. In 1959, he set a world record by 
crossing the continental U.S. from New 
York to Los Angeles on a BMW R69S 


with an oversized gas tank in 52 hours 
and 11 minutes. Those accomplishments 
would have been enough to earn him 
the American Motorcycle Association 
Hall of Fame induction he enjoyed in 
1998. But it was in his role as a designer 
and distributor, which began in the late 
1960s, that he made his biggest mark. 
Indeed, Penton helped popularize an 
extreme sport decades before the con¬ 
cept was ingrained into popular culture. 

While the film doesn’t mention 
Orange County specifically, many of the 
legendary riders interviewed, includ¬ 
ing Bob “Hurricane” Hannah, cut their 
teeth on the off-road tracks that were 
abundant here in the 1970s—places 
such as Escape Country in Trabuco 
Canyon and Saddleback Park in Irvine. 
Many enthusiasts’ first exposure to the 
sport came through riding bikes sold by 
Penton, the first American distributor 
of purpose-built, off-road motorcycles 
with smaller displacement engines. 

“It was great timing,” says Huffman. 
“Penton started offering these smaller 
bikes, which were made in Europe by 


KTM but designed in large part by him, 
at the same time that motocross was 
really taking off across the country, par¬ 
ticularly in places like Orange County. 
Before him, the bikes were far bigger 
and bulkier. But now someone could 
enter the sport with the smaller bikes, 
and the experienced riders knew they 
were the best things out there.” 

Huffman, who grew up racing BMX 
in Northern California, moved to 
Orange County to market and produce 
sporting events before transitioning 
into film production. He’d long known 
of Penton’s influence, but it wasn’t 
until he read Ed Youngblood’s book 
John Penton and the Off-Road Motor¬ 
cycle Revolution that he was compelled 
to make a movie about the American 
motorcycle pioneer. 

Huffman financed the film through 
Kickstarter and hooked up with Gathr 
films, which uses social media to set up 
screenings around the country. There 
are currently 36 such events scheduled, 
and Huffman believes there will be sev¬ 
eral hundred by the end of the year. 


And while Lovett, who wrote one 
of his signature songs, “The Road to 
Ensenada,” after a serious motorcycle 
accident in Baja, California, may be 
better known for his music, he says 
there’s a strong connection between the 
creative side and the dust and grime of 
off-road racing. 

“Absolutely there’s a connection,” 
he said at the film’s premiere a couple 
of weeks ago at Hollywood’s Egyptian 
Theater. “When you are riding or writ¬ 
ing music, everything is up to you. They 
are both very solitary activities. And 
you’re constantly confronted with hav¬ 
ing to make choices, some that might 
work out and others that might not. 

And at some point, you just have to 
trust yourself and deal with the con¬ 
sequences and get through them. Just 
like life.”

DELIVER US FROM EVIL Horror, like 
porno, can be judged only by its effect 
on your pulse. If you jerked in your seat, 
it served its function. Biology requires 
us to react to jump scares, just it urges 
a lonely man to thrill to a great set of tits. 
But triggering a coronary reaction is a 
cheaper standard than making a quality 
movie. Scott Derrickson's Deliver Us From 
Evil is an atmospheric but anemic spook 
story about a New York policeman named 
Ralph (Eric Bana) who stumbles across 
a demon-possessed crime spree, which 
traces back to a battlefield in Diyala. 
Luckily for Derrickson, this devil hates 
light bulbs, causing Ralph to spend count¬ 
less scenes wandering around in the 
dark waiting to be startled by a cat. Even 
when he goes outside, he can't catch a 
break—cinematographer Scott Kevan 
shoots this slick and sinister cityscape as 
if the streets themselves are possessed, 
and on the rare days when it isn't raining, 
the sun is as weak as if Satan's drained it 
like a pimple. There are flickers of camp. 
Comic Joel McHale pops up as a jockish 
cop who likes to fight with a knife, and an 
entire sequence is shot in night-vision at 
the zoo. (Lions and devils and bears, oh 
my!) One flashback to a mere five years 
before is so nonsensically grainy it looks 
like it was filmed by Zapruder, and as 
Ralph's wife (Olivia Munn) and daughter 
(Lulu Wilson) become targets, we get 
distracted by wondering why the family 
owns the last old-school Jack-in-the-box 
in the Bronx. Yet despite the screaming 
gore, the movie is so rote that it can't 
even rouse us for the de rigueur exor¬ 
cism. (R) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

EARTH TO ECHO Earth to Echo is a slender 
kiddie flick about a quartet of preteens 
and their palm-sized alien pal that's at 
once bland, well-intentioned, and utterly 
terrifying about the mental development 
of modern children. As in the most honest 
kids films, our heroes admit to being iso¬ 
lated, unhappy, and cowed by the adult 
world. Their Nevada suburb will be torn 
down tomorrow, scattering these best 
friends—braggadocios Tuck (the one- 
named Astro from X-Factor}, cowardly 
Munch (Reese Hartwig) and unthreaten- 
ingly handsome Alex (Teo Halm)—^to 
different schools, and plucking the cute 
blonde (Ella Wahlestedt) they all crush 
on out of their universe before she even 
knew they shared one. On their last night 
together, the guys dupe their parents with 
a fake slumber party, reroute the grown¬ 
ups' incoming calls to Munch's cell, 
and bike into the desert to track down a 
blinking treasure mysteriously beamed to 
their smartphone maps. Tuck has brought 
along a video camera—what's the point 
of meeting an alien if there's no record 
on YouTube? Director Dave Green is less 
a feature filmmaker than a juggler of 
screens. The found-footage gimmick— 
Earth to Echo's background canvas—is 
simply a gateway that allows for the 
visual shorthand of the boys shoving their 
phones at the lens. Instead of plunging 
into the woods, they stare at their GPS 
while swashbuckling through strip malls. 
Dccasionally, Green zooms out for the 
Google Earth view of their quest, com¬ 
plete with an arrow pointing toward their 
location. The result feels both techno- 
immediate and emotionally distancing: 
There are so many cameras between us 
and the action that it's like attending a 
Pink Floyd laser light show and watching 
the magic through the recorder on your 
iPhone. (PG) Amy Nicholson. Countywide.

TAMMY It's a relief, after the wretched 
Identity Thief, to see movies whose 
makers love Melissa McCarthy as much 
as audiences do. Identity Thiefs comic 
centerpiece was predicated on the idea 
that McCarthy having sex is a hilarious 


gross-out, like she's the pie Jason Biggs 
once had to fuck. Half an hour later, 
McCarthy's defiantly horny slob got a 
makeover and a new wardrobe, and the 
movie presented this new housebroken 
McCarthy as if it had discovered some¬ 
thing we didn't already know: This crazy 
woman's actually worthy of love! We 
know, you idiots. Tammy, on the other 
hand, loves McCarthy too much, but it's 
obliged to: Her husband did direct, after 
all. Here McCarthy—who co-wrote with 
spouse Ben Falcone—plays dumb rather 
than badass. Her Tammy is a small-town 
schlump so addlebrained she's never 
heard of Neil Armstrong, doesn't know 
howto pronounce "MarkTwain," and 
decides the best way to scare up a 
couple grand in a crisis is to hold up a 
fast-food joint. When you see her gliding 
along on a Jet Ski, you know she'll be 
crashing it immediately, which might be 
why Tammy doesn't even bother showing 
exactly what happens, opting instead for 
sloppy cutting and some screams. Even if 
all that were funny, Tammy would still be 
a tough sit. Falcone's film is an unsteady 
mix of broad comedy and indie heart, 
asking us first to roar at Tammy's igno¬ 
rance and outrageousness and then to 
be moved at this lovable misfit muddling 
toward love, maturity, and a better life. It's 
like if Sideways starred Ron Burgundy: 
Who could believe in his minor emotional 
growth? (R) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide.

EDGE OFTOMORROW Edge of Tomorrow 
is the rare summer shoot-'em-up that 
understands the fragility of life. Tom 
Cruise plays Lieutenant Colonel Bill Cage, 
a medaled propagandist who goes on Fox 
News and urges the poor to sign up and 
get slap-chopped to shreds in Earth's war 
with the Mimics, whirling space monsters 
that look like dreadlocked wigs dipped 
in steel. As he cops to his commanding 
officer (Brendan Gleeson), "I do this to 
avoid doing that." Cruise's Cage has zero 
intention of joining the fight. But Gleeson's 
exasperated general conks him out and 
ships him to the front, where Cage wakes 
up on a pile of luggage and discovers 
he's been demoted to private. If you're 
expecting a hero, which you are, as this 
is Tom Cruise, you've met the wrong guy. 
Cage dies immediately. But then he snaps 
awake back on those bags and realizes 
he's going to relive and re-die the last 24 
hours until he either wins the war or goes 
utterly mad from the Promethean torture. 
Directed by Doug Liman (The Bourne 
Identity), Edge of Tomorrow is a serious 
war movie crossbred with a Looney Tune. 
Humanity's hopes are pinned on reclaim¬ 
ing the coast of France, a fight that Liman 
stages with the chaotic carnage of 
Saving Private Ryan. However, instead of 
olive drabs, the soldiers are decked out in 
80-pound exoskeletons. The middle of the 
film is an exhausting montage of murder, 
the bracing opposite of all those movies 
whose heroes race through bullets as 
if they were as harmless as raindrops, 
but the script works better when it 
slows down and toys with our definition 
of suspense. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THE FAULT IN OUR STARS In life, it's 
cancer's job to try to kill you. In fiction, 
it's cancer's job to make you cry. In John 
Green's ferociously popular young-adult 
novel The Fault in Our Stars, cancer does 
its job like a pro. Without being too maud¬ 
lin or sticky, it effectively opens up the 
cathartic flow. You'd hope that 35-year- 
old director Josh Boone's film adaptation, 
which hews close to the book, should do 
the same. But something gets stuck in the 
pipeline: The Fault in Our Stars doesn't 
quite capture the discreetly twisted 
humor, or the muted anger, of Green's 
book, and its problems can be attributed 
to a constellation of little annoyances 
rather than anyone serious. North Star- 


size flaw. Shailene Woodley plays Hazel 
Grace Lancaster, a 17-year-old whose 
lungs have betrayed her—as she puts 
it, they suck at being lungs. Her illness 
will kill her sooner than later. Augustus 
Waters (Ansel Elgort) is a philosophical 
ex-basketball player with a tendency 
toward grandiose pronouncements. She's 
cautious about letting their attraction 
blossom into a love affair; she doesn't 
want to leave Augustus with a hole in 
his heart when she's gone. Her resolve 
doesn't last, and it shouldn't, leading to 
a highly dubious first kiss way upstairs 
at the Anne Frank House in Amsterdam. 
Where else? Woodley is an appealing 
actress, though she needs to be reeled 
back in her big, dramatic moments, when 
her voice hits the high, nut-busting notes 
of a hectoring chipmunk. Elgort can't 
navigate his soliloquies without sound¬ 
ing annoying and pompous. But there 
are certain aspects of this half-dreamy, 
half-earthbound romance that Boone 
gets just right, and sometimes a good cry 
is just what the doctor ordered. (PG-13)

JERSEY BOYS If you think summer movies 
are clamorous, try a current Broadway 
musical. Watching Jersey Boys onstage 
is like soldiering through some extreme 
eating contest where you're force-fed 
dessert for three straight hours. It's all 
falsetto heroics and hustled-through 
character drama, every scene over¬ 
scored, over-rehearsed, and overbearing. 
And it's often glorious, even as the sugar 
rush of "Sherry" chills and hardens into 
a brain freeze. Clint Eastwood's likable 
film of Jersey Boys never overdoes it. 
Eastwood's metabolism saps along at 
about half the rate of a Broadway direc¬ 
tor's; rather than an assault, his Jersey 
Boys is a parade of expertly staged (if 
often familiar) moments that on occa¬ 
sion do something the stage version 
never attempts: feel a little bit like life as 
humans live it, or at least like life as it is 
in old movies. Then, at healthy intervals, 
John Lloyd Young (the Tony-winner 
who originated the Frankie Valli role on 
Broadway) uncorks that falsetto, and 
the gush of pleasure washes away the 
film's minor infelicities. Eastwood has a 
feel for street toughs and their prickly 
pride, anchoring early scenes of street 
crime and bar life with welcome weight. 
The Four Seasons' misadventures feel 
scrappy and desperate, and the rifts 
that spread within the band—mostly 
fights over girls and money—come to 
feel momentous. The performances are 
tough-minded and idiosyncratic, espe¬ 
cially Vincent Piazza's Tommy DeVito, a 
bullying prick who touches some univer¬ 
sal pathos: the sadness of the cocksure 
also-ran. If you have any love for the 
music, Jersey Boys should steamroll right 
over you. The highlight: the climactic 
"Can't Take My Eyes off You," a grown-up 
hit that eschews the old sugar rush in 
favor of sublimity. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

THINK LIKE A MAN TOO Comedies about 
the battle of the sexes tend to have one 
clear loser: the audience. Driven by an 
oppositional view of romance that proved 
outmoded and seldom funny. Think Like a 
Man introduced us to six men living in Los 
Angeles and their corresponding flames. 
Some of these entanglements were new, 
others ongoing; all of them apparently left 
the door open for a follow-up. The sequel 
promises knee-slapping debauchery 
simply by virtue of taking place in Las 
Vegas. All together for the first time in 
months, the boisterous gang and their 
better halves descend on the desert for 
their respective bachelor(ette) parties 
and a wedding. Would you believe me 
if I told you that nothing goes according 
to plan and they're thrown through the 
movie-Vegas wringer? Male strippers 
(is there anything funnier in a decisively 
hetero comedy?), a night in jail, and 
obligatory celebrity cameo all await. 


Kevin Hart, whose star power has risen 
considerably since appearing in the first 
film as Cedric, is given a more prominent 
role in this installment. Still, Think Like a 
Man Too is as bland and anonymous in 
practice as it is in on paper. Returning 
director Tim Story lays out the narrative 
wares with all the subtlety of a neon sign 
on the Strip, not that the screenplay from 
Keith Merryman and David A. Newman 
(who also co-wrote the first one) gives 
him much to work with. Taraji P. Henson 
is given about one-tenth as much to do 
as The Curious Case of Benjamin Button 
showed she's more than capable of, 
and Hart has yet to break the tradition of 
funny comedians making unfunny movies.

TRANSFORMERS: AGE OF 

EXTINCTION Believe it or not, during 
Transformers: Age of Extinction, Michael 
Bay's fourth rattling of the toy box, I felt 
one moment of transcendence. Three- 
fourths of the way through the punishing 
165-minute runtime my brain left my 
body, crying out as it fled, "How could 
a space robot riding a fire-breathing 
metal Trex be so boring?" It begins with 
thrilling stupidity, the revelation that 
the dinosaurs were murdered by evil 
cheeseburger-shaped spaceships who 
built their own car-shaped society from 


their bones, the literalization of fossil 
fuels. From there. Age of Extinction gets 
even more moronic. The events of the 
third film, in which Shia LaBeouf saved 
Chicago (fragments of it, at least) from 
Megatron, have become in this sequel 
America's new 9/11. Thirteen-hundred 
civilians died that day, a rare instance 
of a movie giving a body count for the 
usual city-destroying smash-em-ups. 
Mark Wahiberg plays a single dad and 
small-town inventor named Cade, who 
lives in a Disneyland version of Texas 
with his 17-year-old daughter Tessa 
(Nicola Peltz), one of those long-limbed, 
snub-nosed Southern girls shellacked 
with terrible pink lipstick. Also around: 
Cade's new scrap junk purchase, a bul¬ 
let-riddled 18-wheeler that just happens 
to be Dptimus Prime in disguise. There 
isn't enough visual beauty to forgive 
the screenplay's ugliness, but Bay does 
brave a daring new standard in product 
placement. He doesn't just show a Bud 
Light truck—he wrecks it, scatters beer 
bottles across the road, and then has 
Mark pick one up and take a swig. It's so 
calculated, it gets a knowing laugh, as 
if the audience is relieved that at least 
there's one joke that doesn't insult their 
intelligence. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide.

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Genuine Knockoffs 

Exhibits at Grand Central and Chapman University explore the all-too-real 

and surreally phony in art

T here’s not much left of the aban¬ 
doned house documented by 
artist Flora Kao in Grand Cen¬ 
tral Art Center’s “Wind House, Abode 
That a Breath Effaced.” Barely visible, 
as pancaked as the melted witch in The 
Wizard of Oz, the pile of sun-bleached 
wood shingles and broken glass is splat¬ 
tered about the grounds, the semi-intact 
roofing the only thing recognizable. A 
jackrabbit homestead left over from the 
Small Tract Act of 1938—a government 
plan allowing up to 5 acres of property 
in the otherwise-desolate Mojave Desert 
to anyone who filed a claim and built a 
dwelling—the less-than-stellar idea was 
doomed from the outset. Planners didn’t 
provide any kind of initial infrastructure, 
assuming it would create itself once 
enough people moved into the area, with 
scarce necessities (water, electricity) 
and difficult weather (high winds, fiash 
fioods, thermometer-busting heat) ham¬ 
mering in the final nails. People cut their 
losses and bailed, the buildings left to be 
reclaimed by Mother Nature. 

Curator Yevgeniya Mikhailik’s impec¬ 
cable eye for the poetry of symbols is as 
good as it gets, commissioning Kao to 
make rubbings of the house’s architecture. 
Snapshots of the grimy ruins adorn 1,000 
square feet of white silk panels that zigzag 
throughout the center’s Don Cribb Project 
Room. Walking amid the banners, attached 
to the wall or held down by broken shards 
of board, it takes a few moments to situ¬ 
ate yourself, but they soon suggest walls, 
solidity, impediment, memory... as well 
as the chaotic whirlwind of destruction. 

A framed photo of the house hangs in 
a corner, with Kao’s accompanying two 
books detailing the area around the home 
and recording the minutiae of bureaucratic 
paperwork originally required to secure 
the land. As with other frottage art—grave¬ 
stones and fossils, for example—this is an 
archeological capture documenting the 
past in process of ruin, an inquest with all 
the forensics laid out for us. It’s an affirma¬ 
tion of the eventual nonexistence of our 
best-laid plans, and it also brings to mind 
the evictions, bankruptcies and lost homes 
in the recent economic crash. Home may 
be where the heart is, but “Wind House” 
discovers that heart is broken. 

Meanwhile, over at Chapman Univer¬ 
sity’s Guggenheim Gallery, no one’s going 
to claim “Knock Off: Hand-Painted Movie 
Posters From Ghana” is great art. 

Individually crafted advertising for 
exploitation cinema playing at West Afri¬ 
can video clubs and mobile cinemas in the 
’80s and early ’90s, the gaudy oils were 
painted directly on recycled-canvas fiour 
sacks. Some images are taken directly 
from the original source poster, but often 
the artists never saw the grade-Z film 


they were painting, resulting in an ama¬ 
teurishly weird, outsider art as imagina¬ 
tive as it is clunky. 

There’s the occasional solid piece of 
work on display, such as the Jean-Claude 
Van Damme Knock Ojf poster, featur¬ 
ing the action hero clutching a bloody 
shoulder and pointing a pistol in front of 
a yellow-and-red wall of fire (the folds 
and cracked paint in the poster accentu¬ 
ate that Van Damme is now in his 50s), 
and moments of iconic recognition—the 
curly waterfall of Stallone’s Rambo mane, 
Schwarzenegger’s fiat grimace from Com¬ 
mando (called Commander here, with the 
leading man holding a girl who resembles 
Jennifer Grey in Dirty Dancing more than 
child star Alyssa Milano). But the dead-on 
moments are hidden amid tree-trunk-size 
forearms wielding machine guns, profiles 
that look as if Picasso kicked them in the 
face, a casually sexist focus on T&A, and 
odd body configurations that make Joseph 
Merrick look like Francisco Lachowski. 

Curators Natalie Lawler and Marcus 
Herse are fully aware they’ve thrown you 
into this psychosexual world of freakishly 
out-of-proportion Bruce Lee wannabes and 
excessively phallic armaments, and they’re 
perfectly happy to let you dog-paddle about 
in it. If you’re not privy to the press release, 
however, you’ll be at a loss as to how the 
surreal posters came about—there’s noth¬ 
ing posted anywhere in the gallery that I 


noticed—and that’s a rich bit of history the 
duo has left out. While easily remedied— 
it’s nothing a few Google searches won’t 
supply—a compare and contrast between 
the original art and the hand-painted post¬ 
ers, detailing embellishments, comments 
about Africa as a dumping ground for 
American crap culture or even a few blurbs 
on the often-unrecognizable movies would 
go a long way toward filling in those infor¬ 
mation gaps. 

Despite the missed opportunities, as a 
simple celebration of sleaze and violence 
and all that is ninja, the work on display 
is good fun: weird, wonderful and bloody 
in all the best camp ways. If there were 
justice in this world, all Shaolin Master- 
out-for-revenge films would be called Hit 
Man In the Hand of Buddha.

How Europe 
Beats SoCal 

D escending through the smog to our 
sprawling pad of concrete after a 
vacation is a bit depressing—especially 
when returning from a backpacking stint 
in Europe. The American-studies major in 
me says to refrain from being ethnocen¬ 
tric when traveling, but damn, European 
culture is just plain better than Southern 
California's in many ways.

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Hip-Hop Hooray? 

A look at urban culture’s innpact on the gentrification of Santa Ana

A graffiti mural splashed with color 
and the words Santa Ana looms 
from the rooftop over the court¬ 
yard between Fourth and French streets. 
In the left-hand corner of the piece, the 
artist tagged the phrase “East End”—the 
new name of the area known for decades 
as Fiesta Marketplace. The brick layered 
walkways of Plaza Santa Ana used to be 
home to El Faisan, a collection of kiosks 
offering Westernwear and Mexican 
imports before disappearing like many 
other immigrant businesses before it. 

Nowadays, the sights and sounds of tra¬ 
ditional Latino culture are surrounded by 
clubs and outdoor shows pumping heavy 
bass and boom-bap. Clothing shops sling 
expensive caps and designer sneakers, as 
shiny cowboy boots and tejanas fade into 
the background. As the market expands 
in the plaza, it’s natural to believe hip- 
hop culture is becoming one of the stron¬ 
gest elements in the city’s continuing 
gentrification. 

Ironically, El Centro Cultural de Mex¬ 
ico volunteer and rapper IllNess Infec¬ 
tion (born Nestor Medrano) voices his 
complaints about the cultural shift in a 
rap song called “Santa Ana Savage.” 

“East End?/;iVo se lo que dicen!” 
Medrano raps, chiding the renaming of 
the area. 

“To me, it’s always going to be La 
Cuatro,” Medrano says. “In hip-hop—and 
this is one of the strongest rules—you 


can’t grab the torch unless it’s passed to 
you. [Downtown Inc.] should have waited 
for the blessing of the people who were 
here. But they didn’t.” 

Ryan Chase, president of Downtown 
Inc. and son of property owner Irv Chase, 
has long been sold on the idea of making 
Santa Ana a gentrified urban center, with 
entertainment and retail central to his 
vision. He spoke with the Fifth Element 
Magazine, a hip-hop-fiavored website,

in December about the changes: “I’ve 
noticed just growing up in Irvine, which 
is about as cookie-cutter as it gets, I 
always wanted something different. I was 
always into urban areas. Orange County 
doesn’t have that.” 

Near the Artists Village downtown sits 
the Santora Building, which houses CCS 
Clothing. It’s one of a growing handful of 
stores catering to graffiti artists, skaters 
and hip-hop-heads. “Where some estab¬ 



lishments try to push a certain style, we 
try to push a certain culture,” CCS owner 
Hector Ruiz says. “My goal with this busi¬ 
ness is to tie the culture together.” 

In addition to apparel, the youth¬ 
centric store sells spray paint and mark¬ 
ers and hangs pieces by local artists. But 
despite the apparent infiux of hip-hop 
culture in Santa Ana, CCS recently 
announced it’s closing that location. “The 
rent is way too expensive here in this 
building,” Ruiz says. 

Young urban hipsters going to club 
nights and restaurants hasn’t translated 
into a enough of an increase in revenue 
for the business. 

Ruiz says the controversial Property 
Based Improvement District (PBID) tax 
also played a role in the shop’s closing. 
“It’s definitely gone up three or four times 
over. I definitely don’t see three or four 
times over the amount of people here,” he 


says. “In fact, services have gone down.” 

While the fate of CCS casts doubt on 
the purchasing power of the hip-hop 
community in downtown, Tyson Pruong, 
a Santa Ana native and event promoter, 
remains hopeful. He often helps to put 
together events with the Konsept art 
collective. At first, downtown Santa Ana 
didn’t seem inviting to his vision. But 
for the past couple of years, Pruong has 
worked to change that, throwing more 
events that align with where he believes 
the market is heading. 

For September, Konsept is planning 
a big music festival, with hip-hop and 
street artists among the focal points. Pru¬ 
ong says he envisions the event will take 
up an entire street. “We want to do it dur¬ 
ing the Art Walk [the first Saturday of the 
month], [when] we know there’s going to 
be a good amount of foot traffic. That’s a 
way of getting all the businesses wanting 
to do it as well,” says Pruong. “If anything 
would have a chance [to define this area], 
it probably would be hip-hop.” 

Of course, whether it’s called the East 
End or La Cuarto, locals and out-of- 
towners will play a pivotal role as to what 
changes to the neighborhood are really 
going to stick. 

“One person’s gentrification is anoth¬ 
er’s improvement and evolution,” Ruiz 
says. “It depends on which side of the 
fence you’re on.”

Remember that time in Washington when 
you smashed a beer bottle over your head, 
and then wiped the blood all over the girl 
wearing the white fur coat because she was 
the only person who was too drunk to real¬ 
ize she should get away from you? And that 
she was actually a girl from your home¬ 
town whom you used to talk to on AOL13 
years ago? Do you recall how your 30-year- 
old van broke down after you ate hot dogs 
outside of a gay bar, still covered in blood, 
and you almost punched out your drum¬ 
mer because he blamed the van breaking 
down on you and your need for hot dogs?

Most of us have a lot of practice 
at pretending we’re not completely psy¬ 
chotic in the presence of people we care 
about. Going on tour forces you to storm 
into the inner sanctum of perversions and 
neuroses that lie within the people with 
whom you’ve pledged to create art.

T here's no pretension in the very exis¬ 
tence of Mr. Mister Miyagi, a live '80s 
karaoke band that has been a mainstay at 
Alex's Bar in Long Beach for more than a 
decade. Jesse Wilder, the founder, guitar 
player and agent for the group, calls it 
as it is: "With Mr. Mister Miyagi, you get 
to be the lead singer of a real five-piece 
band that plays one-hit wonders from an 
era we're so fond of waxing nostalgic 
over_You are Siouxie; we are the Ban¬ 

shees. You are Adam; we are the Ants. 

You are Madonna; we will touch you for 
the very first time." 

The band's name—a portmanteau of 
the "Kyrie" hit-maker and the charac¬ 
ter from Karate Kid—\s an obvious hat 
tip if you're older than 30. "We almost 
called ourselves the Xanadudes," Wilder 
says. "We also considered Boy George 
Michael Jackson Browne." 

Born in 1977, Wilder rotated through 
different groups from the age of 15, play¬ 
ing original ska, pop-punk and rock songs 
to varying degrees of success. He was 
in the early ska band the Scholars, wrote 
songs with Aaron Barrett of Reel Big Fish, 
formed Teen Heroes with Ikey Owens, 
and played with Neville Staple of the 
Specials and the All-American Rejects. 
But, he says, "Once you have kids, you go 
where the money is more." 

So in 2003, Wilder and Alex Hernandez 
of Alex's Bar dreamed up Mr. Mister 
Miyagi. "We thought a new wave/'80s 
karaoke band would be kind of a fun 


thing," Wilder says. The event exploded, 
with crowds arriving from all over Los 
Angeles and Orange County; the band 
have played the first Saturday of every 
month since. 

As with any other karaoke night, 
performers sign in—first-come, first- 
served—and choose from a list of 100- 
plus songs that include Journey's "Don't 
Stop Believing" ("It gets played every 
time," Wilder says), Blondie's "One Way 
or Another" and various staples from 
the Cure. 

"Everyone gets into it because they're 
a good band," says Joe Schnaidt, who 
has sung Men At Work's "Who Can it Be 
Now" with the five-piece. 

"And there's a difference between 
songs people want to hearfrom the '80s 
and songs people want to singiwm the 
'80s," Wilder says. "The way we choose 
songs [to put on the song list] depends 
on two things: One, will someone sing it? 
Two, how easy is it to learn? Because if 
it's too hard to learn, it would be a waste 
of our time." (He has gained an apprecia¬ 
tion for the Cure's songs. "They're not too 
long, and they're not super-simple, but 
they're not hard to learn.") 

Mr. Mister Miyagi was so popular 
that Wilder decided to start an agency. 
Palindrome Entertainment, to man¬ 
age other bands—including another 
group Wilder is in called Abbey Road (a 
Beatles tribute— duh). The bands per¬ 
form at weddings, corporate events and 
private parties. 

Obviously, playing with different peo¬ 
ple every month and constantly learning 
new songs has helped Wilder become a 
better musician. But, he says, "there's an 
element of chaos that comes with play¬ 
ing in a karaoke band where anything 
can happen. We've had a girl in her 
underwear onstage.... Another time, 
someone tried to fight our host outside 
Alex's, and we had to hide him. 

"I've been doing it for so long," Wilder 
adds, "but I always look forward to doing it."

his is my favorite time of the 
I night/’ said the cute Latina 
I in a neon-orange bra and ass 
shorts as she poured me my third Jame¬ 
son on the rocks. And what could she 
mean by that? 

I was at the Pump Room in Orange, 
the legendary bikini bar I have passed 
almost weekly since my days at Chap¬ 
man University in the late 1990s but 
only recently begun to visit. Her East¬ 
ern European colleague, wearing even 
tighter, skimpier clothing, purred at 
customers. Guns N’ Roses rocked on 
the jukebox. Men played pool. Drunk 
couples embraced with increasing friski¬ 
ness. It was 11:45 p.m. on a Saturday, and 
the place was hopping. 

“What do you mean by that?” asked 
my best friend. Art, as he nuzzled a gin 
and tonic. The Latina didn’t answer; she 
left to wash some tumblers. Art and I 
wondered whether a favorite customer 
was coming. Maybe her boyfriend, to 
pick her up? Were the girls going to do 
something skanky? Mysterious patron 
traditions about to ensue? Stuff even 
more bizarre, absolutely unprintable in 
this family paper? 

The Latina returned. “What’s your 
favorite thing of the night?” Art asked 
again, and she nodded toward a man just 
behind us. 

“TA-MA-LES!” he barked over the 
modern-day hip-hop. “TA-MA-LES!” 

“He’s my favorite,” she explained. 
Turns out the middle-aged Mexican 
regularly peddles tamales here to make a 
couple of extra bucks. She ordered one to 
save for later. “They’re so good, and he’s 
so nice. He’s like a regular.” 

Awww, how pinche sweet! You expect 
the worst from bikini bars, as I noted in 
my review of Deva’s in Tustin a couple 
of weeks back, but the Pump Room is as 
relaxed a bar as I’ve ever been to—and 
given the servers pour drinks and hand 
off popcorn while in their unmention¬ 
ables, that’s a stunning accomplish¬ 
ment. There are no lechers; there’s no 
air of perversion, no attitude. It’s mostly 
regulars of all ages, people who feel so at 
home they bring in pizza and other food 
with the knowing approval of the staff. 
You could take your mom here, and she 
wouldn’t blink. 

A low-key bikini bar? Yep. Craft beers 
were on tap and in bottles; a sign adver¬ 
tised a farewell potluck for one of the 
workers, with everyone invited. The 
ladies, while hot and dressed in next 
to nothing, carried themselves with 
confidence—no shaking of tits in front 
of men, no overly dramatic bends to 
grab schnapps from an impossible-to-

reach place. 
There were 
no crazy post¬ 
ers, no random 
mementos with 
inside-baseball 
stories—just the 
girls, the drinks, 
the music and 
the entertain¬ 
ment (in the 
form of pool 
tables and about 
10 flat-screens). 

On that night, one of TVs was tuned to 
Australian-rules football. Want to mes¬ 
merize a drunk American man? Have 
him watch a match. (Ask an Aussie: Why 
do the refs throw in the ball backward 
and in a motion that suggests an aborted 
grand jete?) 

Low-key doesn’t lend itself to great 
copy, so Art and I drank up fast to move 
on to 2 L paisa bar. But the Latina bar¬ 
tender’s rave review of the tamalero had 
us wanting some before we left. I flagged 
him down—out of place in this bar, but 
running the room. He jabbered with 
familiar faces and did his tamale pitch for 
others: chicken, pork or cheese, buck-fifty 
apiece. My order: two queso. He grabbed 
them from a red cooler. 

“iQuiere salsa?” the man said over 
some dubstep bullshit. 

Si. I asked him to just dab a bit. 

“No, mijo,” he said, admonishing me 
like a do. “Agarre un vaso”—get a cup. The 
tamales weren’t the best, but they were 
warm, reassuring and perfect for the 
night, a delicious metaphor for the Pump 
Room.
